MAGISTRATE AND AIDE 
CARRY WHITE JUSTICE 
INTO ARCTIC REGIONS 
—-o— 

EDMONTON, Alta.—Carrying the 
law of white men into what may well 
be called the uttermost region of the 
world, a judicial party consisting of 
judge, crown prosecutor and defend- 
ing attorney left Edmonton recently 
for Aklavik. On arriving at the 
northern outpost in about a month af- 
ter leaving they will proceed with 
the trial for murder of two Eskimos. 

Judge Dubuc, stipendiary magis- 
trate of the northwest territories, 
whose post gives him the power of a 
supreme court judge, will preside. 
Clare Darling will represent the 
crown, while Joseph Clarke will ap- 
pear for the accused. 

Travelling to a point 1,200 miles 
distant as the crow flies, over a route 
easily twice that distance by reason 
of the meandering of rivers down 
which they must journey, the mem- 
bers of the judicial party will arrive 
in Aklavik about July 25. Their trip 
will be made by rail, boat and auto- 
mobile. 

Last November Okchina, a member 
of the Bathurst Inlet community, al- 
legedly shot Oksusk, another native, 
sending a bullet from a heavy rifle 
through Oksusk’s skull as he entered 
his igloo, 

Oksusk had a wife, Avaconna, and 
when he was displeaSed with her in- 
flicted such punishment as he deemed 
fit.

BRAZEN STOWAWAYS NOW 
DEMAND EVENMEALS AND 
BERTHS—HAVE AWFUL CRUST 

—e— 

VICTORIA, B.C.—Killing off the 
stowaway is a subject which is en- 
gaging the serious consideration of 
steamship companies. This business 
of “bumming a ride” has developed 
to such proportions that iti entailing 
owners, 

Afew years ago the stowaway was 
a down-and-outer who was fed up 
with the port he was in and wanted 
to get to a more friend! shore with- 
out having to sign on a ship and work, 
Orientals, anxious to get into Canada 
and evade the immigration laws, were 
also great offenders. But they did 
not put on any “dog.’’ They stowed 
away properly, down in the murky 
water of the bilges, on top of the 
boilers or in the bunkers. They had 
a little water afd some grub and 
hoped to hold out until they reached 
the other side when they would try 
to get ashore without detection. Quite 
often they were ferreted out during 
the voyage by the ship's officers or 
they were forced to come out of their 
holes through sickness. But no one 
could say that they did not do the 
stowaway act properly. 

Today, however, the stowaway is 
developing into a regular “high-hat- 


greatly disturbed because the ship 
was not steaming in the direction of 
San Francisco, where they wished to 
go. They had been misinformed and 
were now heading for the Orient. The 
Chief Officer gave the stowaways quite 
a lot of what was on his mind, but 
this did not seem to ruffle the pair. 
Their main sorrow was the way the 
ship was steaming. 

Capt. Ahlin would have liked to 
have given them a bouncing in a 
small boat and transferred them to a 
San Francisco-bound vessel so as to 
have saved the trouble of carrying 
them to the Orient and back, but 
the sea was too rough, The stow- 
{Ways were put to work and on reach- 

ing Yokohama they managed to escape 
from the vessel, The Japanese immi- 
gration officials were greatly alarmed 
and explained to Capt. Ahlin the pen- 
alty if the men were not found. The 
town was searched and finally ‘he 
stowaways were located. Capt. Ahlin 
had had enough of them, so arranged 
to have them returned to San Fran- 
cisco on one of the vessels of the line 
, that was bound there. 

Capt. Ahlin is convinced that much 
sterner methods must be used in deal- 
ing with stowaways. Today some of 
them have become so brazen that after 
walking aboard the ship and forget- 
ting to go ashore, they strut up to 
the skipper when well offshore and 
ask for a meal and a berth. 

International law makes it incum- 
bent upon steamship companies to 
look after their stowaways. The man 
must be returned to the port where he 
embarked and is then handed over to 
the police. A shore prison sentence 
usually results, but in Capt. Ahlin’s
